SWIAL SECDTOlTr SPEXULATION 

Trying to get somelhlni for nothing U 
Btandaia operating procedure on moit gov- 
emment handout programa. It provides the 
major catch In wmc « proposed amend- 
ment* to the Boclal security law, now being 
considered by the U.S. senate. 

Btnuigely enough, the people who run IM 
MClal security system would *tlll 1U« to keep 
It solvent. , t. 

This explains why they we opposing such 
tbhigs u Increased federal grants to states 
for the needy poor and a food stamp plan, 
tacked on to the present law. 

Last year the house passed amcnoments 
which would, among other-lhlngs, lower from 
65 to 62 the age at which women could retire 
and start coUecUng old-age Insurance. Also, 
under the hbuse-passed bill, totally disabled 
people would be given reUrement pay at age 
60. 

Both proposals are first steps in recogniz- 
able campaigns to lower the retirement age 
Jor both men and women to 60, and to re- 
move all *9t limlU on total disability bene- 

"zveryone sympathizes with the humani- 
tarian alms of these proposals. But It Is recog- 
jilied that they would coit hundreds of mil- 
lions of doUara. The house therefore approved 
Increasing tho ptyments by employers and 
employes. 

The present rate Is now 2 per cent on the 
first »4,200 of eamhiga. or $84 a year lor both 
employer and employe. For the self-employed 
■ It's 3 percent,- or $124 — 

To cover the two majw benefit Increases, 
the house raised the paymenla to 3 1/2 per 
cent, or $105 for employer and employe. FDr 
the sell-employer, 3 3/4 per cent or J157.50. 
These Increases vicmld raise an extra 1.7 bil- 
lion dollars a year. 

This get3 into Important money, both as a 
total, and as a contribution from nearly 60 
million employers and employes. 

In many coses, people are now^jaying more 
In social security prenllums than they am in 
Income taxes. 

This trend will continue in the years ahead. 
If congress should further lower lncome*tnj(cs 
by increaslny the exemption $100 or MOO a 
year, it *BUid'ba,4ijfcewiDgl3rtrOT-- 

Social sectirl^ payifients are already sched- 
uled to iQcreaso one-half of one per cent a 
year every five years to 1975. They would then 
be 4 1/2 per cent or 9189 lor employers and 
tmployes; 6 3/4 per tent or $284.50 for the 
Mlf-empIcTed. Total collections would' bs 19 
blUlon a year. 

Social security system Income and outgo 
are now practically In balance. There is every 
reason to eontlnas aound /inandnc. 
—Secretary of Health, Education and-Welfaro 
Marion B. Folsom is'(VPMing tha expansion 
of benefits faster than social security coUec 
tlons Justify. He also opposes expansion in 
any manner that runs counter to existing life 
trends. But he Is being beaten over the head 
by pressors groups that want' to get added 
benefits without paying for them. 

On the matter of lowering the retirement 
age of women Folsom points out that women 
now live about six years longer Chan men. on 
the average. Last year more than a million 
women of 60 to 64 were gainfully .employed. 
The average age at which women now rciire 
and start drawing old-age benefits from In- 
surance Is 68. This is a hair-year less than 
reUrement age for men, on the average. 

The argument advanced against this Is that 
most husbands are several years older than 
their wives. It la claimed that men can't af- 
ford to retire at 65 because the old-age In- 
surance payments for one aren't big enough 
to support two. 

The men therefore have to work till their 
wives become 65 and they can both get old- 
.age Insurance. If women could retire at age 
-62, the; claim Is that more husbands would 
retire at age 65, instead of working till 65. 

ATOM AGENCY SHAPING 
It will be June. 1957, or later before the new 
international atomic energy agency Is open 
for business. 

Its "Atoms for Peace" plan was first pro- 
posed by President Eisenhower In December, 
1953, Coiuldcrlng the snail's pace at which 
most diplomatic negotiations move, this Is 
fast work. 

But there are still many headaches ahead 
before IAEA becomes operative. Rcprcsenla- 
tlves of *J countries will meet In September 
to consider the drai', "stalulc,||_as the new 
world organization's constltullbh will be call- 
cd. It has Just been approved by a I2-iiatlon 
drafting committee after six month.i of prep- 
aration and two months of ncRollallon. 

In this period there were dchi separ.-ite 
conferences between U. S. and Russian offi- 
cials, headed by Ambassadors James J, Wads- 
worth and Gcorgl N. Znrubln. ThP Ruwliins 
cooperated on this one, and didn't ilirow ' 
monkey WTcnchcs. ' 

Zarubln had plenty of authority to ni.ikc 
compromises without referring cverythinR 
back to Moscow. It showed the Ru.sslans -can 
cooperate when they want to. 

.What the Russian motives arc In RoinK for 
this project, nobody knows. But it l.i pointed 
out that as one of the countries contrlbullnR 
Atomic materials to IAEA, Soviet Kussla won't 
be subject to controls like the receiving coun- 
tries. 

The 86-natIon dclegatlon-i meeting in Sep- 
tember arc expected to take two months to 
debate the draft statute and adopt whatever 
amendments they think necessaiy.

Krallt A. Ehricke, and it will give 
woy to still bigger alr-condltloned 
encloiureB which will become the 
tirot eipedlUonory headquarters for 
exploration -of apace, 

Ehricke. former Ocrman 
rocket propulsion expert who 
Is with the Convair corporation In 
San Diego, addressed a Joint meet- 
ing ot the American Rocket society. 
Uie American Society ot Mechanical 
Engineers and the Inatltut« ot Aero- 
nsuUal Sciences. 

The vetemn ot lUUehf Pttnt- 
munde rocket reiearch and develop- 
ment center did not predict when 
the moon bubble would be built 
However, 0. 0. Cooper, research pilot 
ot the notlonol advisory committee 
on aeronautics at Moffett field, 
Colli., and chairman of the Initl- 
tuu ot Aeronautical Sciences, sold: 

"I think thot space travel con be 
occompllihed within otir generation, 
ooaumlng there is sufficient demand 
for such flights." 

And Dr. Robert D. Waldo, oenlor 
engineer with the Aerojei-Oenerol 
corporation of Axusa, Calif., may 
have forecut practical space trovel 
In a nearer future than Is commonly 
assumed. Discussing how one of 
the big problems in space travel is 
Ilndtni a meUl which can wIthiUnd 
the fantullc heat expected from 
trlcUon when a space ship reepten 
the esrlh'a Stmosphere, Waldo said:
